owner of tne building. 


The Hawkesbury lumber mills, on Ot- 
tawa river, below L’Uriginai are in 
lames.

The Field's manslaughter case oa trial 
at Goderich, came to an abrupt close re 
centiy. While the case was proceeding 
an agreement was arrived at by which 
the case was taken from the jury. the 
the prisoners having agree’ to plead 
guilty to assault with intent to do griev- 
ous bodily harm. This pleading was ac- 
cepted by Chief Justice Meredith, who 
sentenced Robt. Harrison and George 
Phippen, to three years ia the provincial 
penitentiary; C. Nansen and Thomas 
Montgomery to two year2 in the same 
institution, and Albert Martin six months 
infthe Central prison. The prisoners were 
completely staggered by the sentences, 
they having felt confident that the case 
would break down altogether and only 
nominal punishment intlicted. 

The Northern Pacliic hotel was totaily 
destroyed by fire the other afternoon.

The Nitrate King Expires Suddenly in 
London, Erg. 

The Exchange Telegraph cempany says 
that Colone! North. the ao-cailed nitrate 
king, and well-known sportsman, of Lon- 
don, Eng., is dead. Until the arrival of 
Barney Barnato, the Kafr king, upon 
the ecene, Colonel John Thomas North, 
the “Nitraie king.” was regarded as the 
money prodigy of Great Britain. 

Amassing a fortune of $10,000,000 
without a cent of original capital was a 
feat about which people never wearied 
talking or writing, and it is doubttul if 
ever the fable! wealth of Barnato ex- 
ceeded the self-made fortune of Col. | 
North. Col. North spent bis money lib 
erally, aud was one of the moneyed pow- 
ersofthe Frgiush turf. Br en) ying the | 
friendship of the Prince of Wales, by his | 
lavish hospitality and his judicious de- 
meaner, be succeeded in late years in 
advancing his social aspirations consi fer- 
ably, although never reaching the sccial 
inner set.

PROHIBITION APPEAL. 


Decision of the Privy Council Not Very 
Plain. 

Judgment has been rendered by the 
privy council in the London prohibition 
case. Their lordships azswered 
questions ee; and opined the Oa- 
tario legielature had jarisdiction to enact 
section 1S, subject to mecesssary qualifi- 
cation. Its provisions are or will become 
inoperative in any dietrict of the pro- 
vince which has already adopted or may 
adopt the second part of the Canadian 
Temperance Act of 1565. The crder of 
the supreme court of is discharg- 


The jadgment of the privy council 
covers twenty-one printed pages, and is 
highly technical. [t was read by Lord 
Watson. and deals chiefly with tne sev- 
enth question submitted by the governor 
general of Canada, which after an exten- 
sive review of Canadian laws for restric- 
tion of liquor traffic, it answers in the 
affirmative. It is their lordship’s opinion 
the enactment of the Imperial act of 
1857 indicate the exercise of lezislative 
power by the parliament of Canada 
strictly confined to mattere urquestion- 
ably of ian interest and impor- 
tance. Any other construction, they 
add, is not only contrary to the intend- 
ment of the act, but would practically 
destroy the autonomy of te provinces, if 
it waa once conceded that parliament 
had regen to make laws appli- 
cable tothe whole Dominion in relation 
to matters which, ia each province are of 
local intereat. Upon the assumption 
they also concern the peace, order and 
good government of the Dominion they 
are hardly subject to any enumeration in 
section ‘2. wherein they might not leg- 
islate to the exclusion of the provincial 
legis:ature. Their lordshipe are also of 
the opinion section 92 does not give pro- 
vincia! legislatures the right to make 
laws for the abolition of the iiquor trafic. 
It assigns them saloon, tavern and other 
licenses and imposition of reasonable 
conditions upon licenaea, in retura for 
their legislation; but, it cannot be con- 
atrued ae authorizing the abolition of 
sources of revenue. The parliament of 
Canada bas not the power to pags probi- 
bitary law for the province of Oatario. 
Therefore it haa no authority to repeaP 
an act wherecf operation is limited to 
the province. In like manner they ex- 
press the repea! of the Canada Temper- 
ance act of 18s) in liquor prohibiti- ns 
adopted bv the municipality in the pro- 
vince of Oatario under sanction of the 
provincial legis!ature, does not appear to 
be within the authority of the Dominion 
parliament. The questione 1, 2,5 and 6 
are sufticiently answered in the opinion 
of their lordshipa by question 7. In 
answerto question 3 their lordshipe ex- 

resged the opinion, the provincial lezis- 
lature would have jurisdiction if it is 
shown the manu acturers are carried on 
under such circumstances as made prohi- 
bition merely a Iccai matter in the pro- 
vince. Their lordships’ anewer cuestior 
4 in the negative. 


Boy Train Wrecker On Trial. 


Long before the court opened for the 
Hiidreth trial at Rome, N. Y., (boy train 
wreckere) a vast crowd waited outside for 
the doors to open. Three-fourths of the 
crowd were ladies. On being pushed to 
one side one woman made an attempt to 
slap the conetable’s face. The court 
cautioned the audience to show no de- 
monstrations, after which defendant's 
counsel arose and began to address the 
jary. He said for thirty years it had 
been his privilegeto presentto juries the 
case for defendants, but he had never 
felt so weak to perform hia duties asa he 
did on this beantifc! spring morning 
when the defendants were only little 
children. He charged the jury to keep 
the promise to give the defendants the 
benefit of every reasonable doubt. “I 
have a little boy of my own, and I love 
that little boy.” he said, and ehould he 
betreated as thie little boy was here, 1 
tell you gentiemen, the law would follow 
them. That great corporation the New 
York Central railroad, is pushing this 
case, and over there ia the chief detective, 
who is waiting to hear the bell tinkle 
when this boy shal! sit im the electric 
chair.” 

Those Death Sentences. 

A especial to the New York Herald from 
Havana says: The Union Constitutional 
an inspired government newspaper, an- 
nounces that the verdict of death pro- 
nounced against all five of the Competi- 
tor’s crew, tried recently by the navv 
court martial, was promptiy confirmed 
by the admiral, and all preparations 
were being made to carry the sentence 
into effect. when the orders came to re- 
mit the papers to Madrid, though the 
prisoners had not been formally sentenc- 
ed and have not aa yet even been notified 
ofthe court’s finding. The transfer of 
the case to Spain amounts to the virtua! 
snepension of the sentence fora month 
or six weeks. The Spanish authorities 
have no desire to precipitate matters. If 
the superior military trinunal at Madrid 
shoald decide that Consa! General Wil- 
liams’ protest was well based, the cases 
of any member of the party whose Amer- 
ican citizenship was clear may yet be 
transferred tothe civil court of Spain 
having no d sire to evade the teaty stip- 
alations.

A BLOODY ENGAGEMENT. 
Cuban Rebels Lead Spasish Treops Inte 
an Ambaob. 


Meagre details have been received at 
Havana ofan attack upon the famous 
Platerocamp of the ineurgents by Col. 
Earique Segura’s column, which was ad- 
mittediy eevere for the . The 
official feport, however, places the Ices 
of the troope at only one lieutenart and 
four privates killed, and one: sptain afd 
twenty-eeven privates wounded, while 
the reported | se cf the ineurgenta waz 
fifty-nipe killed ieft on the feild, and 
estimated 100 wounded carried cif. Col. 


an 
insurgent ambush at Santa Cruz. These 
retreated, however, after on!y aekirmish. 
Arriving at Seibabo, Col. Segura perceiv- 
ed insurgent infantry going towards the 
camp. The troope went in pursait, pro- 
ceeding cautiousiy, however, though only 
si.ght resistance was offered to their ad- 
vance. They went forward until they 
came oppoeite lofty hilla and inaccessible 
heights where the insurgente had built a 
stronghold with entrenchments and 
earthworks. Herea bloody engagement 
occurred. The insurgents alowed the 
column to advanc2 until part had enter- 
ed a defile, close under the heights, the 
cavalry and baggage train, however, still 
in the rear. Ina moment the heights 
blazed with a sudden fire of musketry 
and there was hcrled dowr upon the 
troope a deadly shower of dynamite 
bombe and shells, which exploded in the 
racks of the Spaniards. This sudden 
onslaught was totally unexpected, and 
threw the troops intoa temporary panic. 
It looked like a rout,and as though the 
insurgents would carry everything befcre 
them. Theartillery wae thrown into 
confuaion, and was helpless and uzelees, 
and wae placed hors ce combat. The 
mules which were dragging the p’eces 
shied at the noiee and fire of the explo- 
sives, and fell into a ditch. The artillery- 
mer had to lift two of the cannon out of 
the ditch and into position by main 
strength befoie they became availab‘e for 
service atali. They weretrained on the 
rocks and loaded with shel!, but there 
was noenemy visibleto fire upon, the 
only sign of them being a heavy smoke 
cloud which bung over the rccss, and 
showed where the terrible attack had 
come from. The vanguard of the c3i- 
umn had to face an attack from a line of 
the enemy perched in the entrezch- 
mente on the steep hill which faced, and 
added to the damage and confusion, az 
attack was verveaon opened on the left 
flank of the troops. The engagem: nt 
thus euddeniy opened, began at 11 
o'clock and continued until one o'clock. 

The o:ticial report annoances that at 
the end of that time the Spanisi troops 
were in sole possession of the field. the 
losses incurred being about aa above 
stated.

Trees Need Moisture in Winter. 

It is an almost universal mistake to 
think that trees require no water, or but 
very littic in winter. There is evapora- 
tion and a great deal of it all through 
the winter, and if moisture is not close 
at hand the tree will dic. Keeping this 
in mind it will be seen why there is great 
benefit in mulching newly planted trees. 
It keeps the frost from the roots if 
placed on the ground thick enough, 
which it should be, and in this way it is 
easier for the roots to sustain the calls 
the tree makes for moisture to meet the 
loss by = evaporation.
